12.—But one man of a crew of 22 sur- 
vives to tell of the loss of tile Lacka- 
wanna Transportation Company's steel 
steamship Cypress, lost in Lake Su- 
perior last mght on her second trip 
down the Lakes, off Iteer Park, 30 
miles from Grand Marias. 


The lone survivor, a mate, suffer- 


ed so frightfully from cold and ex- 
posure, that he has been able to give 
no details of tae disaster and it Is 
feared he may not live. He is re- 
ceiving the tenderesf. care, however, 
in the effort to save him. Tho man 
was washed ashore near Deer Park, 
lashed to a life boat and barely alive. 
Two bodies have also been wa&aed up 
near, thfe same spot 


Though Lake 
Superior has been 


rough it is not believed by vessel- 
men that the storm was severe enough 
to .wreck so staunch a ship as the 
Cypress and it Is believed that some

From the few words the mate has 
dropped the craft suddenly sprang a 
leak, tbe water rushing in with such

In the search that extended through- 


out the jail and among the 100 prison- 
ers quartered there the officers found 
four knives, and one of these came 
from beneath the sheet of the bed of 
William Cate, the convicted murderer 
of William ii. Ouesa, the Monessen 
chief ot police. Cate Is now awaiting 
a. disposition of his case 'in the Su- 
preme Court. It is a rather peculiar 
one. Application was made for a new 
trial, but this was refused and the 
cage v/as slated to go to the Supremo 
Court. Then it developed that one 
cjf the Court Reporter's books wab 
missing containing the testimony that 
was necessary to send the case to a 
higher court In this way the ease 
has been delayed and the matter may 
again come before the Common Pleas 
co«rt for retrial, or it may go before 
(Tie Pardon Board upon its merits.
